FIREWORKS ! 

As the Fourth of July weekend approaches, 
our employees held a big party last Wednesday 
night on the roof of our office building 
from that 
height, we fired off fireworks, since many of 
the employees won’t be seen above ground 
again until the holiday weekend is all over. We 
regret what happened to those on the street 
below when we set off the fireworks. 
It won't happen again and are glad nobody 
was seriously injured. We will also pay all 
the fines. 


THAT LONG DELAY 

All our subway cars received new wheels 
last week, as they do every year. If we don’t 
replace them, it’s possible the steel wheels 


and steel rails could get loosey-goosey and. 


derail, although that has never happened yet 
(fingers crossed). This year for the first time, 
Biff Aspinall, our commissioner’s — brother, 
had made an arrangement with a Canadian 
company to provide us special new wheels 
with a small amount of rubber on them, which 
it was said would be quieter, easier on 
the ride and give us three years of life instead 
of one. 

As each of our 32 cars has 12 wheels, this was a 
lot of wheels to put on, but all the trains went out 
at 6 a.m., as they usually do, crossed Napeague 
and then came up toward the Amagansett 
station. Unfortunately, because just this little 
bit of rubber raised up the cars an inch, all 
the cars got wedged up against the ceilings 
of the tunnels, with the first cars squeezing 
through to become fully wedged between 
tracks and ceiling halfway to East Hampton. 
All the other cars got wedged as_ they 
followed. 

The passengers on board were evacuated 
down the emergency passageway alongside 
the tracks to walk to Amagansett, and for that 
to happen we had to power down the third rail. 
Thus, the system went down Thursday mid- 
night and is still down, but we’ve instituted 
bus service through the Hamptons. Just go 
down the escalator from the street to the 


turnstiles, go through the turnstiles, come 
back up with the receipt up the up escalators 
and present it to the bus driver waiting on the 
corners there. 

All this happened just after the big employee 
fireworks party Thursday, and as a result, all 
our non-union employees have been sent home 
until further notice without pay to fend for 


themselves while our union employees are off 
playing cards somewhere while receiving pay. 
We hope to have everything up and working 
soon. It’s just a matter of getting certain 
parts into the subway cars from the back 
end and then out the sliding doors and down 
onto the tracks where hydraulic jacks raise 
up the cars a few inches whether they like it 
or not so the wheels can all be changed back 
to the old ones. We expect the job to be done 
by Tuesday.

HIGH PROFILING 

The Hamptons Police revealed for the first 
time this week that they have a secret squad of 
celebrity lookalikes working undercover across 
the South Fork. According to Hamptons Police 
spokesman Larry Hirsch, the squad, which was 


formed over 20 years ago, is deployed “on a. 


continuous basis” to allow police to integrate 
seamlessly into “settings where our ordinary 
undercover officers would be too easily 
spotted.” While Hirsch would not detail specific 
assignments, he confirmed that. celebrity- 
lookalike officers in the squad had attended 
numerous celebrity-studded parties, regularly 
frequented high-end restaurants and nightclubs 
in the area, and even appeared in public at red 
carpet events like film premieres and fashion 
shows. It is as yet unclear what the purpose 
of the squad is, and Hirsch refused to disclose 
if the squad’s work had resulted in arrests, 
whether directly or indirectly. The news of the 
squad’s existence sent shock waves across the 
celebrity-obsessed South Fork, as residents and 
visitors were forced to reassess the validity of 
their various celebrity sightings. “For years, 
I've been convinced that Bob Balaban was 
a member at my gym,” said one upset Sag 
Harborite. “Now I’m thinking it’s probably 
just an undercover guy.” Habitués of a local 
hotspot who thought they had been graced 
with the presence of Leonardo DiCaprio and his 
swimsuit model girlfriend Kelly Rohrbach last 
week were crestfallen. “Now that I think about 


it, it could have been anyone under that beard,” 


said one disillusioned regular. “And who even 
knows what Kelly Rohrbach looks like with her 
clothes on?” Meanwhile, the Hamptons Police 
are looking for new recruits for the squad, 
and are especially interested in “P. Diddy and 
Beyoncé types.” 


AMBULANCE FRAUD SUSPECTED 
Police are actively seeking a suspect who they 
allege engaged in a fraudulent use of a local 
ambulance service. According to reports, the 
suspect was found on Saturday in Sag Harbor 
in what appeared to be an unconscious state, 
and rescue personnel were called to the scene. 
When the rescue crew found the suspect 
unresponsive, they placed him on a gurney and 
into a waiting ambulance and transported him 
to a medical facility in Southampton. However, 
when the ambulance reached Southampton 
and the rescue team began to hand the suspect 
off to waiting medical personnel, the suspect 
suddenly jumped up from the gurney and took 
off at a brisk run. By the time police arrived 
on the scene, the suspect had vanished. Police 
believe that the suspect was just looking to get 
a fast ride from Sag Harbor to Southampton 
through weekend traffic, and they are appealing 
to the public for information. ga

Culture Clash in the Hamptons Reaches Epic Proportions

S” Harbor is gone, they say. Up until this 
year, it was the same small town with all 
the mom-and-pop stores and the narrow streets 
and tiny houses from the whaling days. Now, 
this winter, it turned the corner, they say. Some 
of the old antique shops and bars that closed 
at the end of last summer are being replaced 
by high-end women’s clothing stores. The old 
Sandbar, this year, is a new restaurant by a New 


- York City celebrity chef who seeks Michelin 


stars. And on some of the little residential 
streets, the planning board is approving giant 
six-bedroom mansions to be called “extensions” 
to two bedroom cottages. It’s a mess. And the 
people don’t like it. And that is in spite of the 
fact that the new Mayor is a long time local 
village employee. Hitch up your jeans and get 
ready. The Hamptons as we know it is over, so 
over. Get ready for war. 

In East Hampton and Southampton Village, 
communities still controlled by locals, plans are 
underway to create laws to reduce the square 
footage that a house could take up on a small 
lot. Currently, in East Hampton anyway, there 
are size limits that can prevent megastores. 
Now they are looking for size limits for summer- 
people McMansions, and it’s not just five 


bedrooms instead of six. The phrase “mine is 
bigger than yours,” is now under attack. There’s 
a fight by the locals to restore “I love the charm 
of the village.” The natives are restless. But can 
they make this change? 

- The locals are after the folks that run AIRBNB 
and UBER. This is 21st century stuff. The locals 
are from the 17th century. A sting operation was 
put into effect recently. Plainclothes officers 
from East Hampton hailed taxis to take them 
from the new “it” destination of Montauk to East 
Hampton. They were looking for gougers. They 


were looking for taxis with no taxi permits. They © 


found one driver, an Uber driver, with a blood- 
alcohol level of .13. On June 5, UBER announced 
it was withdrawing all its cars and drivers from 
East Hampton. It’s just a mess. 

The locals are up in arms about the Napeague 
Stretch. Used to be this four-mile stretch of road 
had a clam bar, a lunch place called “Lunch” and 
that was about it. Now those are teeming with 
patrons, as is Cyril’s Fish House, which got set 
upon by the local authorities when it became 
the “hot” place to be last year. At the end of 
the summer, the town board urged the State 
Liquor Authority to pull Cyril’s liquor license, 
and they did. But now Cyril’s is open again, and 
it’s got its liquor license back. It happened at a 
Liquor Authority hearing in April. Cyril said there 


were no fights, no drunkenness, no liquor-related 
violations at his place ever, and he has, for the 
last four years, closed at 9 p.m. He didn’t want 
the late-night traffic. They gave him his liquor 
license back. “The Napeague is a traffic jam,” 
the East Hampton Star editorialized. “Something 
must be done. The place was so thick with 
taxis they parked everywhere. Cyril illegally 
closed a part of the stretch in front of his 
bar with traffic cones, so only taxis could 
park there.” 

This spring, the Town of East Hampton 
passed laws to reduce the noise coming out of 
East Hampton Airport, which the town owns 
and runs. Originally to begin May 19, there’d 
be shorter hours for aircraft coming and going, 
limits on aircraft rated at 93 decibels and 
louder. Those in the air travel business sued to 
stop the laws from going into effect. As a result, 
the town delayed enforcing the laws as a judge 
ponders issuing a temporary injunction against 
the town. 

Huge wooden utility poles were put in along 
King Street and McGuirk Street in East Hampton 
Village to increase the power quality of that 
village, and everywhere eastward. The poles 
mar the North Main Street shopping district. 
Lawsuits were filed and a temporary injunction 
obtained, so as of this day (Cont'd on next page)

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the wires on them can still not be electrified. 

In Bridgehampton, a large 9,000 square foot 
CVS project has been withdrawn for the center 
of town after protesters stood on the site with 
NO CVS signs shouting at passersby. The 9,000 
square foot project was approved with the 
understanding that no single store exceed 5,000 
square feet. CVS planned two 4,500-square-foot 
stores, one on the first floor and the other on 
the second and everybody said oh, we get it. 
The foundations are in. But it now remains a 
construction site. Yes, the natives are restless. 

In Sagaponack, there is a mile of protected 
potato farmland that extends from Hedges Lane 
down to the dunes at the sea. It’s a stunning 
view, precious to the area and protected by the 
Peconic Land Trust. Last week, the owner of a 
piece of it who had his application to build a 
house there rejected, planted Christmas trees 
across the farmland, that will soon effectively 
block this great, protected view. He says, “I 
always wanted to farm this land.” 

In Montauk, local environmentalists teamed 
up with a local surfer organization to file a 


lawsuit against the Army Corps of Engineers, 
which has resulted in the delay, possibly even 
abandonment, of an emergency $9 million dune- 
enhancement project in the center of town 
designed to keep the whole business district 
from flooding. 

And now traffic on the Montauk Highway is 
completely out of control. Traffic tie-ups are in 
both directions, and the Town of Southampton 
recently considered changing traffic lights to 
flashing yellow lights eastbound in the early 
morning so nobody could come on the Highway 
from a side street. That’s been done in other 
resorts, although in Europe, not in America. 
If you’re going to drive, you just have to 
plan ahead. The proposal was withdrawn 
when the Tuckahoe School said they didn’t 
see how they could get the school buses 
to bring the kids to school on time during 
those hours. 

Now comes the final blow, the icing on the cake, 
the straw that broke the camel’s back. The FDA 
has approved a little pink pill called Flibanserin 
that will do for women what Viagra has done 


for men. The pill, which is an aphrodisiac for 
women, not a blood flow enhancer to the penis 
(women do not have penises), has side effects 
for some, just as Viagra does for men, for some. 

Before this summer is out, there will be 
herds of eager, howling women patrolling the 
Hamptons, looking for love, using UBER and

The Pilgrims and Nazis Land on the Beaches & the Authors Read Essays

orning was spent here in East Hampton 

looking after our two-year-old twin 
grandkids, whose parents have gone off to 
Cuba for a long weekend, leaving the twins with 
their nanny to be assisted by us. Swimming in 
the pool, playing games, going to the beach, 
lunch, nap. 

In the afternoon I drove off to witness the 
re-enactment of the landing of the first English 
settlers of New York State 375 years ago at 
Conscience Point, Southampton, where the 
settlers were met and welcomed by the local 
Shinnecock Indians. The re-enactment was run 
this year for the first time by the Shinnecocks 
themselves, who put together a Native Ameri- 
can encampment on this site nearby to where 
the pilgrims, in their natty costumes, came 
ashore from a boat that had originally embarked 
from Lynn, Massachusetts. This was in 1640. 

About a hundred people were there to watch 
this. The Native Americans had occupied this 
land for at least 10,000 years, according to the 
carbon dating of the arrowheads throughout this 
area. As it happened, in 1640 the Shinnecocks 
were suffering from kidnapping, looting and 


burning by the Pequot Indians in Connecticut 
and were happy to.see some people—dressed 
very strangely—come here. Perhaps they 
could be allies. Shinnecock resident Elizabeth 
Thunderbird Halle narrated that first encounter 
with the puritans—the Indians in their beads 
and leather, and the newcomers in their black 
pilgrim hats and boots. 

“ ,.our way of life that reached back 10,000 
years. Nowadonah, a true leader, rose to his 
place in history by finding a peaceful way to 
direct these people, these strangers, in such 
a pitiful condition. He led them to safety, to 
an inland location. Shinnecock people indeed, 
provided shelter, food and drink to these 
newcomers...” 

The event was preceded by a marine 
biology exhibition and a Colonial Food and 
Rotary clambake and picnic at the North Sea 
community center. Music was provided by 
Shapiro’s Shanty Shakedown. Also there was 
an aquaculture program at the Conscience 
Point Shellfish Hatchery from 2 to 3 p.m., and a 
rededication of the 1640 monument across from 
the landing site. 

At 5 p.m., I was the Master of Ceremonies 
at the Dan’s Papers Literary Salon at the 


Southampton Arts Center on Jobs Lane, former 
site of the Parrish Art Museum. 

Around 50 people came to attend this event, 
listening to writers reading their essays about 
the area from a podium set up before a crowd 
seated in folding chairs in one of the galleries. 
The Literary Salon celebrated the Dan’s Papers 
Literary Prize competition, currently underway 
here on the East End. 

In many ways, this event—wine and cheese 
were served—mimicked the kind of gathering 
held at the old Parrish Art Museum when it was 
first built. Southampton hosted new visitors in 
the 1870s when wealthy Manhattan residents 
came out east on the newly built railroad 
to Southampton. They constructed grand 
mansions on the ocean and in town, and the 


works of local and established painters were 


displayed at the Parrish. Also at the Parrish, at 
that time, were performances by talented guests 
and family members—piano and flute concerts, 
plays, readings, lectures, something even called 
“tableaus” where the summer residents would 
dress up in, for example, Greek costumes and 
pose motionlessly onstage at the Parrish while 
a photographer took a picture of this scene 
from an old Greek play. (Cont'd on next page)

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On June 13 at 5 p.m., though, Lesley Green 
Leben, a writer and flutist enrolled in the MFA 
program at Stony Brook University, read her 
essay “The Kids Are Not ‘OK.’”

And at 5:45, Shannon Mowdy, a student in the 
MFA Creative Writing and Literature program 
at Stony Brook Southampton, read her stunning 
essay about going camping on the beach on 
the East End every summer when she was a 
little girl, coming out together with her mom, 
dad and eight brothers and sisters. Shannon 
Mowdy was also the recipient of a Dan’s Papers 
scholarship to cover part of the tuition at the 
school. ;

awards ceremony on September 3 at the John 
Drew Theater are author Tom Wolfe, cartoonist 
Jules Feiffer, radio personality Pia Lindstrom, 
Len Riggio, chairman of Barnes & Noble, and 
many others. 

At 6, I took the back roads through traffic, 
from Southampton to Amagansett (another 
event), to attend another re-enactment of the 
landing of the Nazi Saboteurs at Atlantic Avenue 
Beach in Amagansett on June 13, 1942. 

Hitler was in power in Germany, World 
War II had begun, and the Nazi war machine 
had decided to send saboteurs to America 
by submarine to blow up factories, railroad 
terminals, department stores, bridges and 
hydroelectric power plants. The goal was to 
bring America to the negotiating table to make 
peace with the Master Race, as the Germans 
called themselves at that time. 

The re-enactment began at 6:30 with an 
apology. The actual landing took place at 
twenty to one in the morning. The first scene 
was at the Coast Guard station there, where 
coastguardsmen took shifts walking the beaches 
looking for any enemies trying to land here. A 
wonderful a capella singing group, Patti Page 
and the Andrew Sisters, set the scene by singing 
“The Boogie Woogie Bugle Boy from Company 
B” from the front porch of the Coast Guard 
station. Speeches were made by Hugh King, by 
family members of some coastguardsmen who 
were there that night, by town supervisor Larry 
Cantwell and by others. Then the re-enactment 
began. Out on that porch, the officer in charge, 


Captain Carl Jennett, is sending out John C. ~ 


Cullen to go out on his tour walking the beach. 

The crowd, estimated at about 250, followed 
Cullen out to the beach—walking through the 
site of an upcoming catered birthday party being 
set up with banquet tables, linens, flowers, etc. 
that had nothing to do with the reenactment, 
and boy were they surprised—to a point to 
the east, where the Nazis were coming up from 
the ocean carrying black boxes labeled TNT, 
seabags full of clothes and money, and where 
suddenly the leader of the men, a man named 
George Dasch, sees coastguardsman Cullen. 

Daschis supposed to kill anyone he encounters 
on the beach, but he doesn’t. He talks to Cullen, 
lies to him, tells him they are fishermen from 
Southampton who had drifted ashore, and then 
bribes Cullen to forget he ever saw them. Cullen 
runs off, back to the Coast Guard station, and 
that’s the end of that scene. Everyone returns 
to the final scene back on the front porch with 
Cullen and Jennett hastily waking the others 
and getting out the 30-year-old Springfield bolt 
action rifles to fight the Germans—who are 
no longer there. They have run off to the 
Amagansett railroad station and will soon take 
a train to New York City. In the end, the leader 
turns the others in to the FBI. And Hitler, when 
he hears the saboteurs have been captured so 
quickly, calls off future landings. 

Anyway, it was a great day. Tomorrow, June 
14, there’s a reenactment of the 5-mile walk the 
Shinnecocks led the settlers on from Conscience 


Point to Old Town not far from the beach (and 


today, the hospital) where the woods provide 
shelter and safety and where the Shinnecocks 
show the Englishmen how to build huts from 
branches and seaweed. It leaves tomorrow at 
9 a.m. I might go, I might not. Probably depends 
on a couple of two-year-olds. ga&

Loud or Quiet? 


Today Is the Judge's Decision Day About the East Hampton Airport

Eas June 26, Friday, Judge Joanna Seybert 
in Islip decides about whether the new 
laws regulating the East Hampton Airport can 
go into effect this summer or not. She will be 
responding to a request made to delay these 
new regulations until legal matters can be 
sorted out. A temporary injunction can be 
issued if a judge thinks a thing passed is so 
dreadful that it should not be allowed to go 
into effect until the day—maybe four years 
from now—when, perhaps at great expense, 
final decisions about it could be made. She 
could also rule that the new laws are not so 
awful, so go ahead. The laws were passed to 
go into effect on May 19, but after a local group 
field a lawsuit, the judge asked for the town to 
hold off on enforcing the new restrictions, and 
said she'd like to hold off on making a decision 
until June 8. At the beginning of June, she ruled 
she’d like to hold off on making a decision 
until June 26. 

The town, without an actual temporary 
injunction, could have the new laws go into 


effect anyway, but instead, as a courtesy to 
her, agreed to hold off enforcing the new laws 
(so as not to piss her off, maybe) each time. 
Whether they will do so again if she postpones 
again, I don’t know. Not making a decision, if it 
continues, would effectively kill the new laws 
for the summer, when all the big jets and noisy 
helicopters come thundering in. Currently there 
are no serious restrictions at the airport. 
Meanwhile people say they have seen the 
judge, in her robes and with her measuring 
stick, entourage and limo, out on the runway 


standing in back of huge private jets to see if 


her judge’s wig would be blown off and her 
gowns rent asunder. But I don’t believe them. 

The lawsuit and request for a temporary 
injunction have been brought by a group that 
has given themselves the very happy name of 
“Friends of East Hampton Airport,” which really 
should have been entitled “The People Who 
Don’t Care About Those Who Live Near the 
Airport and It’s Just Too Bad for Them”—and 
reportedly they considered that, but I don’t 
believe that either. TPWDCATWLNTA does 
have a nice ring to it, however. 


The new laws passed back in early April, 
actually, are fairly modest. Instead of having the 
noise 24 hours a day, they want the ban flights 
only between 11 p.m. and 7 a.m. As for noisy 
aircraft (landing decibels of 93 or greater—all 
planes are given decibel level ratings by their 
manufacturers), the town’s new laws would only 
allow such a plane to come in and land and then 
skedaddle out once a week. No “noisy” aircraft 
would be allowed to take off or land between 8 
p.m. and 9 a.m. Of course, in emergencies, the 
airport is open for anything. 

The arguments against all this are entirely 
economic. The Friends say that the new laws 
will have a dire effect on the economy, and all 
the rich people who fly in here from New York 
will instead land at Brookhaven and establish 
a new wealthy colony in Ronkonkoma or 
someplace like that. Ronkonkoma is on a lake. 
Lake Ronkonkoma. What’s next, the rich will 
say? Restrictions on expensive cars? 

The Friends also argue that the airport will 
become a slum without the FAA’s money. 
Potholes in the runway. Control tower computer 
viruses, etc. (Cont'd on next page)

It should be said that if you do the math, 
how many people on average are in a plane,

A rather startling thing in all this has been 
the behavior of the FAA, which governs airports 
and makes sure everything is safe and it’s all 
on the up and up. The FAA has for a long time 
infused East Hampton airport with funding, 
much of which gets used for improvements the 
FAA feels are necessary. 

Last year, after the East Hampton Airport 
cut down on their FAA funding in order to 
become more independent (the airport is 
owned by the Town of East Hampton) the 


FAA in a letter to the town agreed that by cutting 
down as much as they did—no new funding and 
just let the old funding run out—they 
would allow East Hampton to make 
reasonable decisions about the airport’s 
future unimpeded.

The startling thing is that the FAA has come 
down on the side of the “Friends” in asking for 
the temporary injunction. 

Last week, in Congress, the matter of the 
FAA’s new funding came up, and our new 
Congressman, Lee Zeldin (Shirley-R), stood 
up and asked that a sentence be included 
in the funding bill for the FAA re-confirming 
the FAA’s position as stated in their letter 
last fall—and the Congress did that. (Zeldin 
is a first-term Congressman, and will be 
challenged next election by a well-respected 
Town Supervisor, Anna Throne-Holst of 
Southampton. 

Besides the fact that he did the right thing, 
he needs applause.) Of course, the FAA 
can always say the new laws are not within 
reason. Personally, | think the FAA is a wolf in 
sheep’s clothing. They are not unbiased in this 
matter. The Town, I think, has long thought 
they are. 

On the other hand, I see a clear solution to 
all this. It came about when I read that the 
Chinese have had the nerve to cart in lots 
of sand to one of the Spratly Islands in the 
South China Sea, a group of islands that can be 
underwater in storms about equidistant from 
the Philippines and Vietnam, both of whom 
claim the islands as their own. Planes flying 
over have seen the Chinese building a runway 
on this new elevated island. The runway is long 
enough for bombers. Alongside the runway will 
be an airport. Alongside the airport will be anti- 
aircraft guns. The guns arrived last week. Stay 
away, the Chinese say. 


And | know exactly where they could 
practice on doing what the Chinese 
are doing. Three miles offshore of 
the Hamptons... 


Mr. Obama is horrified at this. A country 
can claim territorial waters if it can show it’s 
theirs, and by George, the Chinese are doing 
that. The Chinese will now have control of the 
comings and goings of ships that travel about 
off the Spratlys—my reaction is to say well, 
why doesn’t America bring in some sand and 
shore up one of the other Spratlys and put 
OUR base on it? 

And I know exactly where they could practice 
on doing what the Chinese are doing. Three 
miles offshore of the Hamptons, out in the 
ocean halfway between Southampton and East 
Hampton, they could build a new island and put 
a runway on it. 

There’s plenty of precedent for this. We’re 
already building islands with oil rigs and palm 
trees off the California coast. The rich could fly 
their corporate jets and choppers in and out. 
The folks on shore could watch the comings 
and goings through binoculars. Launches 
could take the wealthy chopper and corporate 
jet people to a new pier at Bridgehampton 
where chauffeurs could pick them up and fan 
them out to their proper abodes nearby on 
the beach. (Also we'd let fishermen fish off 


the pier.) 
And all will be quiet and serene in 
the skies over eastern Long _ Island

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t might whisper of agrarian roots or shout of newfound success. It could 

have been passed down through generations or be as new as the sunrise 

you saw this morning. Every home in the Hamptons tells a story. You just 
have to listen. 

Up on the roof deck of the newly completed construction known as Breathtaking 
Sagaponack, the tale of the final home to rise on one of the more renowned 
pieces of land on the East End begins with a glance east, at the waves breaking 
on the Atlantic, starting the stir of salt air. “Sagaponack is known for its ocean 
breezes,” says the man who developed the property, conceptualized the home 
and is now the broker, Alan Schnurman, Licensed Associate Real Estate Broker, 
Saunders & Associates, “And when you get up on the roof deck not only is it a 
sight for your eyes, but it’s also the tactile sense of wonderful, cool, ocean air 
that Sagaponack is known for. That’s its specialty—the vistas and the ocean 
breezes. That's why I've called the house Breathtaking Sagaponack, because it 
truly is breathtaking.” 

Home, said T.S. Eliot, is where one starts from, and the start of this home truly 
is found a decade ago when Schnurman and his partners purchased 26 acres 
in Bridgehampton, south of the highway. Schnurman had never bought land to 
develop before, “but | knew this 26 acres in Bridgehampton on Ocean Road just 
north of Bridge Lane was an excellent location, and | thought | should own it.” 

As he was going through the approval process to develop the land, “42 acres 
came up in Sagaponack, and | knew exactly how to do it, | had my team in 
place —| had my lawyers, | had my environmental people, | had my surveyors— 
and | said no one should own this but me.” 

With such prime real estate, he would not be alone in his pursuit. “There was 
a bid of $28 million for the 42 acres, but since | bid $25 million | didn’t get it. | 
moved on to looking at other projects wnen | got a call from the lawyer for the 
seller, who asked if | could close within 30 days. And | said yes. | had to raise 
the money—which quite frankly was a challenge because | still owned the 26 
cres in Bridgehampton—but | was confident | could do it. He sent my lawyer 
a contract for $28 million, which | changed to $25 million and returned it with a 
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deposit of $2.5 million. The next day | received the signed contract and had a 
deal.” 

The speed of that turnaround is in stark contrast to the time it took to develop 
the land. “It took me 3 years to get the approvals,” he tells, but having the rarefied 
portfolio gave him a distinction few in the real estate world can claim. “At one 
point my partners and | were one of the largest owners of developatle land in 
Sagaponack and Bridgehampton south of the highway. 

“Unfortunately, when | got my approvals, the great recession hit,” he goes on. 
“But | had what | considered the best land in the United States—Sagaponack 
south of the highway—and | sold all my lots. Nobody else sold. | lowered my 
prices, | lowered my margins, and | moved them. And the last lot, | said I'll keep 
it and build on it.” 

Holding onto that last piece of the historic property has resulted in more 
than 11,340 square feet of a dream come to fruition for Schnurman as the 
developer, owner, broker and visionary. Working with architect Val Florio, builder 
Fountainnead Construction and interior designer Christy Hanson, Schnurman 
has created his masterpiece, but he needed to learn a few things first. 

After retiring from a career in law, Schnurman decided to become a broker in 
the Hamptons, at Saunders & Associates, in addition to being a developer here. 
One of his first listings was representing George Gavalas, a master builder who 
purchased one of his lots. The house on Daniels Lane was a popular stop for 
potential buyers during open houses. 

From listening to the desires expressed by those open-house visitors came 
insight into what his own build would offer. From the elevator to the glass- 
enclosed breezeway, the 2 laundry rooms to the 7 fireplaces to the 9 bedrooms, 
the main-floor coat closet that could double as the Yankees locker room to the 
butlers pantry, “! basically knew what the high-end market wanted, because 
from all these potential buyers, most of them would say ‘if the house only had 
this or the house only had that.’ So in this house | tried to put in everything the 
market told me they wanted at the high end.”

kitchen to the family room to the living room to the entranceway. The kitchen 
with its countertops of Imperial Demby marble and room for 14 to dine in view 
of the 26-acre reserve abutting the nearly 2-acre lot.

The whole 
house is greys, off-greys and whites. “The market today 

is a little different than it was 3 years ago. Today DEOPIC semen 


want traditional on the outside and modern on the inside. Alan Schnurman has built his masterpiece. 


Keep in mind, the market for these houses is young people in their 30s and 40s 
with 2 or 3 children, quite successful in their professional life, and they want a full 
entertainment environment. It's no longer limited to the summer—the Hamptons 
has become a four-season area.” 

The lower level embraces that notion. There is a movie theater with a 13-foot 
screen, and a glass-enclosed wine cellar with stainless steel racks and room for 
a table to dine in the midst of an oenophile’s treasures. A wood-paneled billiards 
room, a recreation room with a gas fireplace, a service kitchen and a gym that 
would make L.A. Fitness envious round out the amenities here. 

“People are very athletic today, so | built probably one of the largest gyms 
you'll ever see in the Hamptons—large enough to put in massage tables, two 
TV screens, a sauna and a steam shower.” It’s all glass-enclosed, one wall

all mirrors, and the floor a very soft vinyi—as a professional gym would have. 
“And outside | built this below-grade garden, so this huge gym looks out on this 
beautiful garden with trees and flowers.” 

The outside of the home is as much a part of its soul as the interior. Pulling up, 
_ the first welcome is proffered by the covered porch and 
a connection to Schnurman’s own past. “When | was a 
kid my mother used to send me to camp—! was raised 
by a single mom, so she was always working. One of my 
favorite things about camp was when | used to sit on the 
bunk porch and watch the rain. So | have a sweet spot 
for covered porches and | think they just are wonderful 

places to be—they protect you from the sun and the 
‘ rain, and yet you still can enjoy the elements as they are.” 


Out back is the gunite saltwater swimming pool, 72 
a feet long and 18 feet wide with a spa, adjacent to a 
long pagoda and pool house, and enough bluestone 
hardscape for a party of 8300 people (the outdoor kitchen 
and full kitchen within the pool house will keep food and 
drink flowing). An expanse of grass large enough for a 
baseball game beckons, although home runs may soar 
onto the Har-Tru tennis court, sunken just alongside the 
reserve to “totally blend in with the picturesque, quiet, 
sincere beautiful vistas.” 

Sincere. More than a word, it’s the essence of how 
Schnurman created the place itself, how he put his heart into it and is now at 
the precipice of having the final chapter written. One might think it would be 
hard, after a decade, to know it's almost time for all this to end. But Schnurman 
knows the essence of experience comes in the journey, not necessarily the 
destination, and he is buoyed by the knowledge that the buyers will start a story 
of their own here. 

“I's a wonderful experience that | was part of,” he says. “Look, | can’t paint 
a painting, | can’t play an instrument, but building a house—buying the land, 
dealing with the architect, dealing with the contractors, dealing with the interior 
designer. It’s truly a creative process and it feeds my creativity. 

“The house took 2 years to build,” he continues. “The reason it took so 
long to build is it was all built onsite by craftsmen. It just takes time to build a

Does Your Broker Really Work For You?

fter spending a few weekends visiting me at the Westhampton Bath 

and Tennis Club, my mother suddenly got the East End bug and 

wanted to go house shopping to relocate to the area. There was some 
breathtaking inventory, and a particular condo really caught her eye. On my 
mother's behalf | contacted the listing agent for a showing and we explored 
the possibilities. 

At the showing my mother inquired whom the agent worked for, the seller 
or the buyer, and the agent replied the seller. Quickly, the agent followed her 
answer by advising my mother that she shouldn't worry because as an agent 
she is honest with everyone and those stupid agency disclosure forms don't 
really mean anything anyway. This sentence really disturbed me as an attorney 
who practices in real estate brokerage license law and as an owner of a real 
estate continuing education school, Lieb School, which offers regular courses 
on brokerage ethics. 

After we got out of the unit | quickly explained to my mother that the form that 
the real estate salesperson was downplaying actually means quite a lot. In fact, 
if the salesperson was treating both the seller and buyer equally, as she implied, 
she was breaching her fiduciary duties to the seller. If instead she was lying to my 
mother to motivate a deal (i.e., mitigating my mother’s worries) while remaining 
loyal to the best interest of the seller, then she was breaching her statutory duties 
to my mother. Why did the salesperson neglect to advise my mother of her 
rights by not clarifying the salesperson’s allegiance in the deal while my mother 
was considering such a major purchase for her life? The agent had perpetuated 
untrustworthiness in real estate brokerage. 

| told my mother that New York's highest court, the Court of Appeals, had 
explained that the New York State Disclosure Form for Buyer and Seller found 
at Real Property Law §443 and first instituted in 1991 “sought ‘to address an 
issue of paramount concern to the Secretary of State’; specifically, although 
brokers and salespersons were required to make clear whether they represented 
the seller-—as was traditionally the case—or the buyer in a residential sales 
transaction, ‘[t]he lack of a requirement that the information be provided in writing 
and in a uniform manner...resulted in uneven disclosure which too often...failed 
to eliminate confusion on the part of buyers or sellers as to the loyalties and 
duties of agents with whom they [were] dealing’ in ruling in the seminal case of 
Rivkin v. Century 21 Teran Realty LLC back in 2008. 

The form explains that a seller's agent owes the seller six distinct and important 
fiduciary duties, including confidentially, obedience, loyalty, accountability, full 
disclosure and reasonable care. In working with the buyer, that same seller's 
agent must deal honestly, as the agent had accurately advised my mother, 
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but that is not all. A salesperson must also deal with a buyer that it does not 
represent fairly and in good faith as well. Still further, in working with a buyer, a 
sellers agent must exercise reasonable skill and care in the performance of his 
or her duties while also advising the buyer as to any facts that the agent knows 
that materially affect the value or desirability of the property. This last part is quite 
a limitation to the confidentiality offered to the seller. 

My mother looked confused by my explanation, so instead of continuing with 
this legal mumbo jumbo | explained that the purpose of the form is to clarify that 
a real estate salesperson has allegiances to a specific side in a transaction and 
a vulnerable consumer like my mother has a right to understand what side the 
agent is on when negotiating a deal. As the Court of Appeals said, the form is 
meant to eliminate any confusion. 

| went further and explained to my mother that New York State permits agents to 
work both sides of a transaction. | explained that there are two different levels of 
conflicts of interest that can occur in real estate brokerage and that this form gives 
the seller and buyer to a transaction an opportunity to knowingly waive either, 
neither or both of these conflicts. One conflict is with respect to the individual real 
estate salesperson acting as a dual agent where the agent's fiduciary duties are 
compromised and the same individual salesperson is working for both sides of 
the transaction and passing information back and forth between the parties. The 
other conflict of interest is with respect to the brokerage company as a whole 
and is called “dual agent with designated sales agents.” In the latter conflict of 
interest the brokerage company may have a designated agent working for the 
buyer and a different agent working for the seller where management's allegiance 
is conflicted throughout the deal. 

My mother suggested that | put this in my next article for Behind the Hedges 
because she had no idea how complex real estate brokerage was and thought 
that there are many buyers and sellers just like her. This is really serious stuff, 
which not only affects a real estate broker's license status but the financial results 
of transactions. Both buyers and sellers on the East End of Long Island need to 
know what side a real estate salesperson is on in a transaction and also what 
duties they can expect from their real estate brokerage and salesperson while 
being represented. Next time you work with a real estate salesperson, ask them 
to give you realistic expectations and it will be a better transaction for all involved. 
Say, “Don't you have a legal requirement to give me an agency disclosure form 
and to ask me to acknowledge my receipt thereof?”

You can't do that in the 
Midwest. I'm from there—so | would know.” The well-travelled antiques dealer 
has traveled the world over for chairs and chaises, paintings and porcelain. Yet, 
when it came to designing her Hamptons home, the Chicago native says, “I’ve 
spent the last 15 years bringing over containers from France but now mid-century 
American is fun.” 

Touches of whimsy are sprinkled throughout the home. In the living room a 
small bust of a sailor girl sits atop an end table, while in the mudroom artistic 
fleur-de-lis and musicians are painted on white cabinets.

The white-on-white eat-in kitchen boasts a collection of copper pans, hung just 
So, along the white tiled wall overlooking the bluestone rimmed pool and patio. A 
towering wrought iron piece might hold fruit on any given day while a collection 
of white case glass above the wet bar showcases the elegant simplicity of Ellen's 
keen aesthetic. In the dining room Ellen shows off green and blue case glasses 
from the 1960s that would have been the perfect set dressing for Mad Men. Now 
neatly tucked in a gold trimmed white cabinet, she says that they “use them all 
the time when entertaining.” A glass-topped, gold-footed table, enlarged from the 
original, anchors the room. Pointing downward to the black painted wood floor, 
Ellen notes, “The floor will be white soon.” 

Passionate animal lovers, the Scarboroughs have opened their well-dressed 
home to various charities over the years, including Quogue Wildlife Animal Rescue 
and Southampton Animal Shelter Foundation as well as the Ellen Hermanson 
Breast Cancer Foundation. On the day of our tour, as we took note of the black- 
and-white Canvas awnings and the white wicker furniture, deer leapt over the 
white picket fence by the pool. A seagull quite contentedly perched on the 
chimney enjoying the view. Waterfowl of all sorts cavorted in the marshy apron 
of the pond squawking to one another. Perhaps it's the view or perhaps it’s the 
feeling of being in a nature preserve that makes the Scarborough residence the 
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perfect setting for this year’s Gimme Shelter Animal Rescue summer gala on July 
11. Both Chuck and Ellen are honored to host this year’s event, which Chuck 
says begins with “several days of chaos to get the tent set up before about 250 
people come for the party.” 

Founded in 2011 by Sagaponack resident Michelle Neufeld Montak, Gimme 
Shelter Animal Rescue has saved over 2,000 dogs to date. The Scarboroughs’ 
beloved dogs Arthur and Emma were two such rescues, and that makes Neufeld 
Montak family in their eyes. 

Now friendly and very well adjusted to family life in the Hamptons and 
Connecticut, both dogs had big obstacles to overcome. Emma, now about 6 
years old, was found on a roadside in South Carolina with two puppies. The 
puppies were quickly adopted as she lay there in shock. After her rescue, Ellen, 
heartbroken over the situation, tells a sweet tale of her mothering instincts. “She 
took two baby rabbits to foster. She had them right on the front porch with her. 
We took them to the Quogue Wildlife Rescue Center.” Arthur has been a project 
for the past two years, explains Chuck. With various health concerns it looks like 
there will be a few more years of TLC ahead, putting thoughts of fostering more 
dogs on hold for now. 

“Michelle is such a devoted animal lover,” explains Chuck. “Lots of her saves 
are from kill shelters in the South. She set up a network of foster homes and vets 
for each foster family. There is no actual shelter.” The funds raised at the summer 
gala and over the course of the year pay for transportation and veterinary costs 
for each dog. Each dog is spayed/neutered, microchipped, vaccinated and given 
medical attention before being fostered. As there is no brick and mortar shelter 
the dogs are fostered until permanent homes are found. The vetting process to 
be a foster parent is quite extensive. The Scarboroughs say that Michelle works 
earnestly to find a good fit for the dogs in such dire need. “She is in the trenches,” 
continues Ellen, "She's right there one at a time with each animal.” 

Between party planning and a nightly broadcast, the couple enjoys dinners 
at Silver's in Southampton (“a mainstay,” declares Ellen), as well as at Pierre’s 
in Bridgehampton and Robert's in Water Mill. They make the rounds at various 
antiques shows in the summer and are “always looking” for new finds for the 
house.

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North Fork Police Unveiled Their New Bushnell Turtle

W atch out, boaters, North Fork cops have 
stepped up their game. 

Not to be outdone by the Hamptons Police 
Department, which recently acquired a military 
surplus Virginia-class submarine, the North 
Fork Constabulary last week unveiled its own 
submersible vehicle to keep East End waters 
safe: a working recreation of David Bushnell’s 
Revolutionary War era Turtle submarine. 

The policing agency to the north of the 
Hamptons patrolled Long Island Sound 
undetected for four days prior 
to officially unveiling the one- 
man, underwater vessel, NoFo 
Constabulary spokesman Lt. 
Budd Youngs said at a press 
conference on the Sound last 
Monday. 

In deference to the craft’s 
historic roots, the Constabulary 
has dubbed it Turtle Time, 
“like a turtle from back in 
time,” Youngs said as several 
constables chirped “gonna go 
back in time” behind him. 

The initial deployment was 
kept under wraps until the new 
NoFo Constabulary Submariner 
Division (NoFoConSD) could 
be trained on safe piloting of 
the submersible craft, Youngs 
explained, adding, “Our new 


submariners will be masters of clandestine 
policing, whether they observe and report or 
take down the bad guys on their own.” 

NoFoConSD Skipper Whitey Mack successfully 
demonstrated diving and surfacing in Turtle 
Time during the press conference before taking 
questions. 

“It’s certainly tight in there,” Mack, who 
stands 6’ 3”, offered, noting that his more 
diminutive, 5’ 6” partner Ken Namoru is quite 
comfortable inside the historic sub. “It’s 


like Namoru was born to be a submariner,” 
Mack said. 


Do not be alarmed if you see something similar while on the water. 


“The North Fork Constabulary is as strong 
and relevant as ever,” Lt. Youngs said. “The 
safety of our citizens in paramount, and we'll 
do anything in our power to enforce good 
boating and fishing practices in these waters,” 
he continued. 

“We don’t know how the Hamptons PD jumped 
to the front of the line for a decommissioned 
U.S. Navy submarine while other agencies have 
been waitlisted for years, but is it really a 
surprise?” Youngs said, wrapping things up. 
“We North Forkers learned long ago how to get 
by on wits and gumption—the Hamptons can 

keep their Hollywood and hedge funds.” 

Powered by pedals and hand cranks, 
Turtle Time can remain completely 
submerged for about 30 minutes at a 
time, and will generally patrol with its 
cap just above the surface, appearing 
like a buoy or floating debris from even a 
short distance. NoFo Constabulary added 
a modern blue police light and siren to be 
more conspicuous when the time comes 
to make an arrest. 

The submersible is currently assigned 
to the Constabulary’s Long Island 
Sound sector. Assuming its first season

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Who’s Here

n the middle of February, that miserable 

month where we wound up having six 
feet of snow, I went into Mary’s Marvelous on 
Newtown Lane in East Hampton one morning 
for a cup of coffee and one of their freshly baked 
pastries and was hailed by Alec Baldwin, who 
was sitting with his wife and little daughter at a 
small café table near the door. The family lives 
on a former farm on Town Lane in Amagansett, 
on property that Alec has owned for 20 years. 
He wanted to know what was new. So, from my 
end, I told him. 

Dan’s Papers was busy setting up for the 
coming summer, and we had just days before 
decided to expand our Dan’s Papers Literary 
Prize Competition, the summer-long contest to 
discover the best short nonfiction essay about 
the East End. 

“There will be a second contest,” I told him. 
“This contest will be only for young writers. 
College kids. High school kids. It’s for anyone 
under 25 years old.” 

“I would be very interested in that,” Alec said. 
“I'd like to get involved. What could I do?” 

I told him there were all sorts of things he 
could do. He could be a judge. He could make 
~the First Prize presentation at the awards 
ceremony. He could speak there. We agreed to 
talk more about all that. 

From Alec’s side, I already knew what was 
new. His wife, Hilaria, was due with their 
second child. He would be performing in the 
lead role of Arthur Miller’s All My Sons on the 
stage at the John Drew Theater at Guild Hall, 
a performance that is currently underway, six 
days a week, to rave reviews. It continues until 
this Sunday, June 28. He also will be hosting 
the Hamptons International Film Festival’s 
SummerDocs program this summer, introducing 
the documentary films onstage before they are 
shown and then interviewing one of the cast 
members or producers afterwards in a Q&A, 
also on that stage. 

Alec Baldwin is probably, over the years, 
the most active participant in the summer 
programs at Guild Hall and other local venues 
ever. (All this while appearing in nearly 50 
motion pictures, a dozen Broadway shows and 
numerous TV shows over the years.) He’s also 
been very active in philanthropy. He’s donated 
hundreds of thousands of dollars to Guild Hall, 
similar amounts to the East Hampton Library 
and to other local projects and charities he has 
felt interested in—another of which has been a 
breast cancer charity that his mother founded, 
the Carol M. Baldwin Cancer Research Fund. 

In the weeks that followed that meeting at 
Mary’s Marvelous, we tried to work something

out so he could help the Literary Prize. 
The trouble was that the awards ceremony 
was scheduled for Thursday, September 3. 
On weekends he could be there. But during 
the week, he’d probably be on a movie set 
somewhere. So he couldn’t guarantee anything. 
He just didn’t know. In the end, he made 
a donation to the project (the Prize funds 
a scholarship for a college student in a 
writing program at Stony Brook University). 
In my mind, | thought if he wasn’t on a set 
that Thursday, maybe he’d come. So I filed 
away the old Motel Six advertising slogan: 
We'll leave the light on for ya. 

Alec did send us this statement and said to 
use it any way it would be helpful. 

“I think if anyone can bring together some 
of the greatest writers around today on behalf 
of recognizing new, emerging work and 
thus ‘restock the pond, to the benefit of all,’ 
that would be Dan. Dan and Dan’s Papers 
contributions to the art of writing and the craft 
of journalism are legendary. This competition 
is the latest effort in his stewardship of the 
written word.” 

Alec Baldwin was born in Amityville, New 
York, and raised in the suburbs in Massapequa, 
where his father was a history teacher and 
football coach at the local high school and his 
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mother was a housewife. He was one of six 
children—two girls and four boys, including, 
besides himself, Daniel, William and Stephen, 
who later on also became actors following in 
the footsteps of their older brother Alec. 

Alec became very aware of the firm beliefs 
held by his father. At a time when anyone in 
public life in that part of Long Island was a 
Republican and paid a part of their salary to the 
Republican Party if they knew what was good for 
them—this later became a huge scandal—Alec’s 
father was a Democrat. It kept him from getting 
promoted, but he stuck with his convictions. 
Alec admired him for that. In return, his father 
encouraged Alec and told him—his first-born 
son—that he could be anything he wanted to be 
and to always try his best. 

After high school, Alec studied political 
science at George Washington University, but 
had a change of heart and went to NYU’s Tisch 
School of the Arts to study drama. He was 
accepted as part of the Actors Studio. 

In fact, dazzlingly handsome, he made his 
Broadway debut when he was 28 in the revival 
of the Joe Orton play Loot. Since then he’s 

been in numerous Broadway shows, including 
Serious Money, A Streetcar Named Desire (for 
which he was nominated for a Tony for Best 

Actor,) Macbeth, South Pacific and Orphans. 

He has been a favorite on television. His 
debut on TV was in the NBC daytime soap 
opera The Doctors when he was 22. The list 
of his other credits is long and includes Knots 
Landing, Dress Gray, The Cat in the Hat, Friends, 
Will & Grace and more recently, as he has 
discovered a remarkable talent for humor, in 30 
Rock, in which he co-starred with Tina Fey and 
Tracy Morgan and won two Emmy awards, three 
Golden Globes and seven Screen Actors Guild 
Awards. He was, as I am sure you know, the 
manager of the company there as Jack Donaghy. 
The show continues in syndication. It’s been on 
for nearly 10 years. Alec’s also hosted Saturday 


Night Live nearly two dozen times, and is the 


only actor, other than Christopher Walken, 
who the producer of SNL Lorne Michaels has 
told he’d like to have host SNL any time he 
is in town. Alec has co-hosted the Academy 
Awards (with Steve Martin) and is famous for 
his television advertising campaign for Capital 
One Bank, the proceeds of which ($10.5 million 
so far) he has donated to a variety of charities. 

Baldwin’s first movie—he’s made more than 
40—was Forever Lulu, when he was 29. The 
following year he appeared in Beetlejuice, 
Working Girl, and then he starred as Jack Ryan in 
the movie The Hunt for Red October, which firmly 
established him as one of the major Hollywood 
leading men. At 33, he starred opposite Kim 
Basinger as lovers in (Cont'd on next page) 
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The Marrying Man (they also costarred in The 
Getaway), and then soon thereafter married 
her. (They divorced in 2002). He also starred 
opposite Meg Ryan in Prelude to a Kiss. 

After the turn of the century, as he reached 
the age of 40 and found his comedic soul, he 
became a character actor. For The Cooler, 
the hit 2003 movie about gambling, he was 
nominated for an Academy Award, a Golden 
Globe and a Screen Actors Guild Award. He also 
appeared in The Aviator, The Departed, Mini's 
First Time, Suburban Girl, and, along with Meryl 
Streep and Steve Martin, in /t’s Complicated, for 
which he was nominated for a BAFTA Award for 
Best Actor in a Supporting Role. 

He’s also had a production catastrophe trying 
to make a film. In 1991, he enlisted Anthony 
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Hopkins, Jennifer Love Hewitt and Dan Aykroyd 
to be in a film with him called The Devil and 
Daniel Webster that he would direct. An investor 
in it, Jed Barron, pleaded guilty to wire fraud 
while the movie was in post-production (much 
of it was made at a film studio at that time on 
Industrial Road in Wainscott), and the un-sold 
film was seized as an asset. It languished for 
nearly eight years, and then, without Baldwin’s 
involvement—he had his name removed as 
director—it was bought by the Yari Film Group, 
which renamed it Shortcut to Happiness. It 
appeared in just a few movie houses to mostly 
negative reviews (it was reportedly a rough cut) 
and has not been heard from since. 

Most recently, he starred opposite Julianne 
Moore in Still Alice, and has two movies in film 
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production—Concussion and Boss Baby—and 
a few movies in post-production, including 
Mission: Impossible-Rogue Nation. 

Alec has appeared in documentaries, narrated 
documentaries, even been executive producer 
of films. He also has authored a book, A Promise 
to Ourselves, about his encounters with lawyers 
and other court officials in his custody fight with 
Kim Basinger involving their daughter, Ireland. 
The essence of that book is that those paid to 
see a couple through a divorce should be aiding 
those involved, not encouraging them to fight. 
They have a conflict of interest as things stand 
today because divorce and custody conflict 
increases legal fees. For our children’s sake, 
this should be changed, and it should be a 
promise to ourselves to do so. 

As for my interaction with this man, | first 
met him in a taxicab, sharing it with him on a 
trip from Soho to the Upper West Side after a 
rehearsal for a performance of Macbeth at the 
old Joseph Papp Theater. This was in 1992. He 
was to be Macbeth in that theater performance 
and he was very proud to be onstage at that 
location. He was also well known by that time. 
as the star of The Hunt for Red October. After 
that, here out east, our paths have crossed 
numerous times. He’s played for the Artists in 
the Artists-Writers Game every August while 
I’ve umpired. He made an appearance in the film 
King of the Hamptons | was co-producing with 
director Dennis Lynch. He wrote the preface to 
my memoir Jn the Hamptons Too. 

Elsewhere out here, Alec has_ been 
phenomenally active in the arts. In 2010 he 
starred in the show Equus directed by Tony 
Walton at the John Drew Theater, he’s been 
MC at many fundraisers, and has even become 
involved in local politics as a Democrat. For 
a time, he headed up a watchdog group that 
monitored Town government. He was even 
thinking, it was said, of running for East 
Hampton Town Supervisor. And he might have 
won, too. Except he set his political sights 
higher. He began thinking of running for Mayor 
of New York City or even Governor of New York. 

In that context, things that might have just 
been duly noted as usually expected behavior 
by a film star became blown up all out of 
proportion. He once got escorted off a plane for 
refusing to stop playing a game on a cell phone 
after the cabin door was. shut. On another 
occasion, he was photographed handcuffed 
on a street in New York after getting into a 
confrontation with police after a bicycle-related 
traffic violation (the picture appeared in The 
New York Post). He fought paparazzi in New 
York who were following him and his wife 
everywhere. And | think he decided that maybe 
politics was not so up his alley as he thought. 

I think it is fair to say that Alec Baldwin seizes 
the day. Unlike many who just sit around and 
watch things pass by, he has involved himself in 
a whole panoply of ventures and experiences, 
mostly in the arts, hoping for the best and 
mostly obtaining it. That in and of itself is 
something quite remarkable and an example for 
us all. He is a great asset to this community, to 
the world and to his family.

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KK“ people in the world have 

not been affected by cancer, 
be it through the illness or death 
of friends or family, or a personal 
battle with the disease. Fewer still 
can say they are responsible for 
curing some form of cancer, but 
Dr. Samuel Waxman stands among 
these rare and vaunted individuals. 

In the 1980s, through his 
eponymous foundation, the 
Samuel Waxman Cancer Research 
Foundation (SWCRF), and a 
dedication to collaborating with 
other doctors and _ researchers, 
Waxman helped find a cure for a rare 
and previously deadly leukemia,. 
called acute promyelocytic leukemia 
(APL). And in the process, he brought 
a whole new way of researching and 
treating cancer, called differentiation 
therapy, to the fore. 

“It’s apretty historic breakthrough,” 
Waxman says, explaining how, like 
cracking a code, he discovered the 
dysfunctional gene causing APL and 
what it was doing wrong, and then 
figured out a way to change its 
behavior. In this case, the gene had 
a “genetic mistake” causing it to 
block vitamin A, so, Waxman says, 
“All we had to do was add more of 
it.” Using a vitamin A derivative, 
he and his team found they could 
fix the gene’s problem and stop it 
from metastasizing. “This was a 
major change in thinking,” Waxman

pointing out that the SWCRF often 
helps researchers complete the 
preliminary work needed to apply 
for government grants. 

But Waxman won't take just 
anyone. Scientists seeking SWCRF 
funding must be accomplished 
and in line with the foundation’s 
focus on differentiation therapy, 
reprogramming abnormal gene 
function, and collaboration. And 
that’s because it’s working, Waxman 
says, acknowledging that he and 
members of his lab recently made 
a major discovery concerning 
triple-negative breast cancer, an 
aggressive form of the disease that 
affects young women—especially 
black and Hispanic women. 

East Enders will get a chance 
to help fund this good work and 
the future of cancer treatment at 
SWCRF’s 11th annual A Hamptons 
Happening fundraiser at the home 
of Maria and Kenneth Fishel in 
Bridgehampton on Saturday, July 
11, from 6:30-10 p.m. 

For those who have attended 
before, this year promises to have 
the most varied menus. The event 
has an open bar, hot New York City 
DJ Super Dave, who promises to pack 
the dance floor, and a top-notch live 
and silent auction, featuring various 
experience packages, as well as 
one-of-a-kind luxury items, to run 
through the course of the evening. 

“1 think it’s going to be the best 
auction anyplace on Long Island 


says, noting that chemotherapy 
and radiation kill cancer cells, while 
differentiation therapy is about 
examining what’s causing the cancer 
at the genetic level and then fixing 
the problem. 

In the three decades since his first 
groundbreaking discovery, which 
took APL from a 100% fatality rate 
to a 95% survival rate, Waxman has 
worked fervently to promote differentiation 
therapy and collaboration among researchers, 
scientists and doctors—with the express goal 
of curing all cancers. 

It’s a lofty goal, but with his foundation 
funding the right research and _ insisting 
that its beneficiaries collaborate with other 
brilliant minds, he might just be the man 
to do it. 

“lll go anyplace in the world in order to 
beat cancer,” Waxman says, explaining that 
his passion for fighting the disease has taken 
him all over the globe, especially China, where 
he worked with the Shanghai Institute of 
Hematology to cure APL and where he now 
serves as honorary professor and co-director 
of the Center of Differentiation Therapy at 
Shanghai Jiao Tong Medical University. 

The accomplished oncologist reveals that his 
mother succumbed to lung cancer when he was

just 16 years old, and that loss has driven his 
work over the many years since. 

“I’m sure that motivated me to do what I! do,” 
Waxman says, reflecting on his mother’s death. 
“’m just as motivated now as I’ve been at any 
time in my life,” he adds. “It becomes all the 
more urgent to do something about this.” 

During a time when the government and 
National Cancer Society are turning down nine 
out of 10 grant applications, including some 
very good ones, according to Waxman, his 
SWCRF is a beacon of hope for the advancement 
of differentiation therapy. 

“It’s terrible, it’s a nightmare,” he says of 
government cancer funding. To even have a 
chance at a grant, Waxman says researchers 
must already have an abundance of convincing 
preliminary information. And that, of course, 
is very hard to obtain without funds for the 
initial information gathering. “That’s what 
this foundation does,” Waxman continues, 


with a lot of wonderful things and 
art, so all in all, it’s a wonderful 
evening,” Waxman says, noting that, 
in his admittedly biased opinion, 
A Hamptons Happening is the best 
benefit of summer. 

Waxman’s wife, Marion, is one of 
the event’s founding co-chairs, with 
Laurie Schaffran. CBS anchor Chris 
Wragge will emcee for his fourth 
consecutive year, and this year’s honorees 
are Zarin Fabrics chairman Bobby Zarin, Sun 
Capital Partners co-CEO Marc Leder and luxury 
fashion house St. John. 

A Hamptons Happening is one of the 
foundation’s most important events, Waxman 
says, not only as a direct fundraiser, but also 
for the visibility they gain among potential 
supporters on the East End. 

“We have a house in East Hampton and we 
try to get out there at this time of the year on 
weekends, and one of my pleasures, | get out 
there on a Friday when it’s not too late—first 
thing I do is | hop in my car, | take a beach 
chair, go to the beach and sit right by the 
water,” Waxman says. “What a good way to 
charge myself up after a week of working in 
Manhattan.”

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n Outbreak of Affluenza

ow that the annual summer pilgrimage to 
The Hamptons has begun, let me warn you: 
there’s been an outbreak of Affluenza. Long 
ago, I learned how toxic Affluenza can be. So if 
you are lucky enough to have a home near the 
beach or be invited as a houseguest, I would like 
to suggest ways of protecting yourself. But first, 
let me tell you how I discovered this dreaded 
disease. 
Like every good houseguest in The Hamptons, 
I always arrive with a basket full of wine and 
tempting comestibles. I help keep the kitchen 
clean and the conversation going. And | lend 
an empathetic ear when my hosts begin the 
inevitable list of Hamptons complaints: how 
impossible it is to make left turns or the right 
restaurant reservations. 
But over the years, I’ve noticed the list of 
standard complaints has grown to include how 
newcomers bray instead of talk, cut the line at

farm stands, and act as if Stop signs and right- 


-of-way rules do not apply to them. “People in 


Porsches, BMWs and Range Rovers are the 
worst,” one friend recently opined. “Why are 
they like that?” 

I knew it was a rhetorical question, but 
I couldn’t help myself. I had to reply, 
“Clearly, there’s been an outbreak of 
Affluenza!” I happen to be an expert 
on the subject, not just because 
I’m a psychologist, but because I 
grew up among the afflicted. 

Affluenza, caused when having 
too much money becomes toxic, 
was first identified by Jessie O’Neill, 
granddaughter of a Chairman of 
General Motors. She was pushing her 
daughter on a swing one day when the child 
asked, “Mommy, why do you always have a drink 
in your hand?” Staring at her mid-afternoon gin 
and tonic, O’Neill began to wonder: why she, 
like the rest of the rich people she knew, wasn’t 
happy. Since her research, others have used 
the term to describe people with more money 
than morals, more entitlement than empathy, 
more greed than good will. 

Affluenza makes people feel superior. This 
“superiority” not only breeds contempt, but 
also alienation and loneliness as they begin 
to feel that everyone only likes them for their 
money. And that’s often true, since there isn’t 
much else to like about a person with Affluenza. 


So Affluenza victims begin to think that 
maybe a bigger house, a better car or a different 
spouse will make them feel better. But the joy 
of acquisition is temporary. Maybe drugs or 
alcohol will make them happier? That doesn’t 

work either. 
This vicious cycle is literally fatal for 
many people and their families. But 
there is a cure. [’ll tell you about 
that after some personal stories 
about how Affluenza affected my 
family. 
My maternal = grandfather 
inherited the family food business, 
while his older brother inherited 
the bank. Boy, did that make me 
cranky when | saw my cousins collecting 
millions when the bank was sold. 

That side of the family was charming and good 
looking, but never the model of mental health. 
For example, the patriarch and bank president, 
Boo-Boo, couldn’t seem to decide between a 
Southern Lady and a Bimbo. So he married 
each of them sequentially—twice. Despite this, 
the younger generations seemed to be holding 
it together until the bank was sold, and they 
all suddenly developed Affluenza. Much of the 
money has gone up their noses, down the hatch 
and into rehab. 

My paternal grandfather also inherited a bank. 
This one was in a small Southern town, probably 
the only place in the (Continued on next page)

world where, for several generations, if you 
were a Hornor, you were top dog. 

Like many people with too much money 
and too little altruism, my grandfather self- 
destructed. He gambled, drank too much and 
had affairs. He was well on the way to destroying 
his family when his mismanagement destroyed 
his bank. Affluenza brought him down, but it 
didn’t knock him out. I am proud of the fact 
that he took responsibility instead of claiming 
it wasn’t his fault. Even more important, instead 
of depressing himself with what I have come to 
call, “The Bitch in Your Head,” he learned from 
his mistakes instead of wallowing in “Shame 
on you!” or “You’ve ruined your life forever!” 
In disgrace and relative poverty, he moved his 
family to Washington, D.C. where he found a job 
with the Federal Trade Commission and began 
leading an upright life, working hard for the first 
time in his life. He acknowledged his failings in 
a way that allowed him to learn from them and 
live in the opposite manner. 


Hard as it was for my grandfather to 


reconstruct his life, I think my grandmother’s 
job was even more difficult. She was flooded 
with anger and resentment: her husband’s 
stupid self-indulgence had harmed many people 
and left her friendless in a new city where she 
was a nobody, forever removed from the town 
and lifestyle she loved. 

But by the time I came along, they had 
transformed themselves into a relatively happy 
old couple. He had been a lousy father, but 
took advantage of second chances to become 
a jolly grandpa who took me to the movies 


each Saturday and bought me popcorn. My 
grandmother taught me to cook the wonderful 
French-influenced Southern food she served 
to the friends she made through church and 
civic organizations. | think it made her proud, 
knowing for sure that this new crowd liked her 
for herself, not her money. 

So, is losing your money the cure for Affluenza? 
Of course not. And I cited examples of Affluenza 
from other times and places to show that the 
problem is not unique to The Hamptons. But 
places like Eastern Long Island, Greenwich and 
Martha’s Vineyard seem to be suffering from a 
virulent outbreak of the problem. It seems to be 
a growing phenomenon. And it’s catching. 

While many of the afflicted cannot be 
brought back to health, there are ways you 
can inoculate yourself and your family against 
the disorder. The first step is to recognize it. 
When starting to lose your cool while waiting 
for a table at Nick and Toni’s or your Dover sole 
at Citarella’s, remind yourself that 98% of the 
world would be thrilled to have your problem. 
Don’t believe this? Go with a volunteer group 
that builds houses for underprivileged families 
in Nicaragua or New Orleans. Gratitude goes a 
long way to blocking Affluenza. 

The second step is to understand that if you 
are unhappy, a bigger house on Gin Lane or 
Georgica Pond is not going to help. The thrill 
will be short-lived when you realize that you 
have brought yourself and your problems with 
you. Psychotherapy will be far more effective 
than Feng Shui. 

The third step is to remind yourself and your 


children of what Bill Gates’s mother told him: 
“From those to whom much is given, much is 
expected.” Bill Gates and his wife, Melinda, and 
others like Warren Buffet, seem to derive as 
much pleasure from giving away their fortune 
as from amassing it. No wonder. There is a 
huge therapeutic benefit from genuine altruism. 
But buying tickets to galas that benefit the 
Southampton library (or even the Fresh Air 
Fund) because you hope that Bill Cunningham 
will notice you won’t help. And listening to 
the “Bitch” voice in your head that says if the 
right people don’t chat with you, the whole 
experience is a waste—well, that’s a sure sign 
of Affluenza infection, not altruism. 

Finally, even if you don’t have Affluenza, your 
kids may catch it. Jessie O’Neill (remember the 
rich woman who invented the term?) found that 
raising children with love as well as limits and 
discipline is part of the inoculation process. 
And rich kids, like all children, need to be 
helped to get self-esteem and admiration by 
using their talents and good character traits, 
not by having expensive clothes and cars. 

But let’s face it, despite the complaints—and 
even the droning commuter helicopters—The 
Hamptons is still a version of Paradise. So it 
might be fun to start a movement to counter 
Affluenza and bring back the old civility. Allow 
someone to make a right turn (or even a left) 
when the Montauk Highway is jammed. Let 
someone who is only buying two tomatoes go 
ahead of you in the farm-store line. And enjoy 
the pleasure of a genuine laugh even if they look 
at you with more confusion than gratitude. @&

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This Week’s Cover Artist: Stephanie Lorentzen

_ Justin time for the Hamptons 
summer restaurant season, 
along comes _ Stephanie 
Jordan, whose signature 
work in acrylic (with oil 
crayon) is of animals before 
they become meals. As 
this week’s cover art, “Top 
Loin” (60” x 80”), suggests 
Jordan’s fondness for 
whimsy writ large reveals 
itself in the names of paintings as well as in the 
paintings themselves. 

Jordan loves to depict animals caught in 
an “uh-oh” moment, as though they realize 
they’ve just been spotted in the field, though 
they don’t quite get the message about their 
inevitable future. The rabbit in her piece “Stew” 
doesn’t know there’s a recipe hovering nearby. 
Nor do the geese lined up in “Terrine” guess 
where they may wind up. The ambiguity and 
charm of Jordan’s animal series stem from her 
technique, at once childlike and-sophisticated. 

Her creatures—airy, expressive beings—are 
defined by broken black contour lines and 
squiggles on faces and bodies. They strut, 
waddle and pose (sometimes suspiciously) 
against backgrounds of painterly swaths of 
contrasting color. The defining lines, more 
apparent in Jordan’s abstract series, especially 
her landscapes, “ground the scene, brace the 
composition,” and clearly evidence the artist’s

eye for design—color as well as linear. It’s 
no surprise to learn that the animal paintings 
are favorites with organic farmers and chefs 
such as Mattituck’s Tom Colicchio, who started 
collecting them early on. 


When you were living in Greenwich Village 
you worked as a corporate graphic designer, 
painting only by night and teaching yourself 
along the way. What prompted you to paint 
full time? 

] spent about five years designing 
financial materials for clients such 
as Morgan Stanley, honing my design 
communication _ skills, training 
myself by way of these visual 
challenges, but I wanted a freer, 
more raw opportunity to express 
myself. One day, in a recycling bin in 
the hallway of my apartment, I found 
cardboard, and I started to draw and 
paint people, kind of impressionistic, 
big, in-your-face, tightly cropped 
portraits, but I discovered that if 
viewers didn’t know the people 
depicted, they lost interest. When I went hiking 
in Europe, rural areas in Germany, France and 
Holland, I started drawing animals and was 
struck by how many out-of-the-way places had 
fine restaurants that used local ingredients. 
I liked acrylic—it was less expensive than oil 
and easier to travel with, and | felt I could 
get the vibrancy others said could come 
only from oil. 


Your children apparently get into your 
painting process, yes? 

Yes, the two oldest (7 and 9) help prep 
the underlayers in many of the paintings [the 
third is only four months old]. Being part of 
creating the history of a painting by way of 
layering allows them to experiment, have fun 
and be part of the emerging history of the 
painting.

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“Five Presidents” Playwright Rick Cleveland

n his new play Five Presidents, which opened 

June 23 at Bay Street Theater in Sag Harbor, 
Emmy-winning writer Rick Cleveland dramatizes a 
meeting of Bill Clinton, George H.W. Bush, Ronald 
Reagan, Jimmy Carter and Gerald Ford on the day of 
Richard Nixon’s funeral in 1994. Commissioned by 
the Milwaukee Repertory Theater, the play is both 
comedic and moving. 


You won an Emmy and Writers Guild of America 
award for your writing on The West Wing, penned 
two episodes of House of Cards, and wrote and 
starred in the one-man show My Buddy Bill. 
Now you’ve written Five Presidents. What is 
it that draws you to Washington politics and 
the presidency? 

Politics are America’s bloodiest sport. And I’ve 
been interested in them since I was the kid who 
stayed indoors to watch the Watergate hearings. 


What prompted or inspired you to write about 
a meeting of the presidents—and why did you 
choose Nixon’s funeral as the setting for the story? 
After Nixon’s funeral, photos began appearing with 
these five men standing together. They all looked 
united in grief. And those photos haunted me. So | 
started to wonder what they might have talked about , 
behind closed doors on that day. As for Nixon’s 
funeral, I think the presidency was changed forever 
after his resignation, and those five presidents were 


the first to experience that change. I also 
think that day provided President Ford 
with some closure. But I don’t want to 
say anymore, lest I run the risk of spoiling 
the ending. 


In writing this play, did you conduct 
research into what actually happened on 
the date of Nixon’s funeral to make the 
story more true to life? Or did you take a 
purely fictional tack? 

I made sure I knew the facts, and I 
tried to use the presidents’ own words 
wherever possible, but there was no 
transcript or reporting done on their meeting behind 
closed doors on that particular day. In fact, I’m not 
even sure they met behind closed doors. But without 
taking that poetic license I wouldn’t have been able 
to write the play. 


Have you made any revisions to Five Presidents 
following the productions at the Arizona Theatre 
Company and the Milwaukee Repertory Theater, or 
will Sag Harbor audiences be seeing the same play? 

They'll be seeing mostly the same play. | do 
continue to work on the script. As for Arizona 
and Milwaukee, I got to see the play in front of an 
audience a bunch of times. And that afforded me all 
kinds of opportunities to change things, edit things, 
or go deeper into things. I find an audience to be the 
best kind of dramaturges. They tell you what works 
by their laughter, and they also tell you what doesn’t

work by their coughing, shifting around in 
their seats and noisily unwrapping their 
candy. Also, by their texting. 


What is it you hope audiences will take 
away from seeing this play? 

= A reminder that these men may come 
| z from different political parties, but, by and 
large, they have more in common than 
= not. Especially as ex-presidents. Also the 
play is a reminder that it wasn’t that long 
8 ago that our country’s politics weren't 

nearly as ugly and divisive as they 
are now. 


How did you feel learning that, due to popular 
demand, Bay Street Theater extended the run of 
Five Presidents by a week? 

Hey, I’m thrilled that they’re selling tickets. If they 
don’t sell tickets, we don’t have an audience, and if 
we don’t have an audience, we don’t have a play. 


Do you aspire to see Five Presidents become a film 
someday, as your play Jerry and Tom did? 

There is already some interest in pursuing the 
piece as a movie. And now | think I understand a little 
better what makes a movie different from a play. 
Jerry and Tom was very much a “play on film.” ge.

The Accident, the title of Chris 
Pavone’s new thriller, is also 
the title of a manuscript that’s 
at the center of the book. The 
epilogue to the manuscript, 
“The Accident,” appears in 
the The Accident’s prologue, 
where an unidentified author, 
signing himself Anonymous, 
“awakens suddenly in terror” 
because he realizes that in 
revising his autobiographical manuscript he forgot 
to move it into the third person—for protection. 
This enigmatic beginning hints at the convoluted tale 
that follows.

Who is this Anonymous and why has he sent a 
hard copy of his manuscript to Isabel Reed, a top 
New York literary agent? The narrative proper begins 
with Reed reading the manuscript and sensing that 
it could be a blockbuster. She gives it to a trusted 
editor who agrees with Reed’s assessment that it 
could be THE book of the year. “The Accident,” as 
the interpolated excerpts in The Accident show, is an 
exposé that would dethrone an all-powerful media 
mogul named Charlie Wolfe. The manuscript tells 


of a fatal accident that happened 15 
years earlier when Charlie Wolfe and his 
Cornell roommate, Dave Miller, took off 
in a car with a drunken girl whom Charlie 
starts to rape in the backseat. When she 
tried to flee she was inadvertently run 
over and killed. “The Accident” details 
how Wolfe, a rich, spoiled ne’er do well, 
got his powerful father clean up his 
mess, a Cleanup that included a forced 
pay off to Dave Miller in order to ensure 
his silence. 

Years go by. Wolfe, sober and newly 
focused, becomes a kind of Rupert 
Murdoch, head of Wolfe Worldwide 
Media, incredibly powerful and well connected. 
He has billions of dollars and political ambitions, 
and becomes aware of the manuscript in Isabel’s 
possession. Revelation of the accident would 
endanger his empire, as well as threaten the high- 
level movers and shakers he works with, and so 
Wolfe enlists a top man in the CIA to carry out a 
black op maneuver to destroy the manuscript. To 


complicate things, several people, greedy for fame — 


and fortune, have surreptitiously made copies and 
start shopping these around. The black op guy has 
his work cut out for him. 

Pavone keeps the twists and turns coming until 
the end. By then, however, suspense has been 
supplanted by mere surprise at new revelations, and 
the chase to destroy manuscript copies and those 
who have them takes on some improbable aspects, 
including intrepid sleuthing and bold courage by the 
literary agent Reed. 

Despite print and online praise calling The Accident 
an ingenious thriller, a reader may at times find the 
plot difficult to follow and the major characters less

than attractive, while new ones keep 
cropping up, usually only to be killed off. 
Readers may also tire of Pavone’s habit 
of interrupting his narrative with caustic 
commentary on the affectations and 
hypocrisies of contemporary society. The 
constant swipes slow down the action, 
even as they are at times diverting. 
Pavone savages just about everything, 
but the publishing world in particular 
(he used to be an editor and his wife is 
an executive at a prominent publishing 
group). He likewise disparages those 
20-something girls who huddle in trendy 
bars “with their chunky eyeglasses and 
liberal arts degrees, inhaling pinot grigio and cubes 
of dried-out Manchego.” 

The off-topic comments are insistently and 
arbitrarily inserted into the text: “Los Angeles has 
the film business, and Paris has fashion; Berlin 
is for espionage.” Of course, the Hamptons get 
it too, with their gorgeous girls who land jobs 
as au pairs “for one of those ‘bankery’ families 
whose women and children spend their summer 
in Bridgehampton, while Dad comes out at the 
weekend to get tight and grope the help in the 
butler’s pantry.” (Pavone summers and weekends on 
the North Fork, and some scenes in the book are set 
in Amagansett.) 

It’s all a bit much, epitomized perhaps by this 
sentence toward the end: “It was a lifetime ago...that 
Hayden [the CIA operative] sailed from Cape Cod to 
Iceland, across the North Atlantic all the way to the 
volcanic-rocky landfall of the Seltjarnarnes peninsula 
on the 64th parallel, the same latitude as central 
Alaska, or Siberia, or Greenland.” Enjoyable? Yes. 
Suspenseful? Hmmm...

Inside the White Room Gallery in Bridgehampton 


Just beyond the gallery’s entrance are two 
transparent plastic display cases on top of white, 
rectangular pillars, containing fragile works of 
art: polymer clay feasts, as well as tiny assorted 
fruits surrounded by forest leaves, sculpted by 
Ruby Jackson. 

Glossy photographic prints on metal canvases 
present obscure city-inspired landscapes, thanks 
to photographer and writer Kat O’Neill. Doll-faced 
characters painted with what appears to be blush 
and concealer dominate the gallery’s white walls as 
part of Nadine Daskaloff’s exhibit.

Through July 6, Mark Seidenfeld and Southampton’s 
own Paton Miller will be featured at the gallery. 
Miller’s recent work is best defined by two words: 
mosaic oasis. Similar to a quilt, multiple colors are 
woven together in the paintings in a fashion that 
makes them seem to have temperatures of their own. 
(Compare his “Illustrated Man,” “Skeleton Attic,” and 
“Road to Deliciousness” now on display.) And that’s 
only technique: Miller’s paintings are, in this exhibit, 
portraits of individuals highlighted in faraway places, 
in all stages of life. Mark Seidenfeld is best known 
for his “historical cameos” in photography, but 
Seidenfeld’s most recent paintings resemble crinkled 
cellophane soaked in liquid metal—some beautiful 
chaos!

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Martial Arts for Fitness and for Life

KF or many, the term “martial arts” may 
conjure thoughts of self-defense training—or 
Jean-Claude Van Damme movies—but those who 
participate find that the benefits are numerous and go 
far beyond being able to fend off an attacker. 

The ability to focus that martial arts ingrains 
in students is applicable to all aspects of life and 
work, and the improved endurance makes all other 
athletic activity easier and more enjoyable. In terms 
of physical conditioning, an adult karate class is a fun 
and effective way to get fit that brings about a greater 
awareness of every move one makes. 

“You get a sense about your body that you 
just didn’t have before,” says Jeffrey Thayer, a 
personal trainer and martial arts instructor based 
in Southampton. 

Thayer practices San Lung Tao, an American-created 
martial art form that incorporates 


it also helps turn an opponent’s strength against him. 

Power is developed from the core—where 
the force behind every kick, punch and throw is 
derived. The “core” has become a buzzword in 
the fitness community in the past few years, but 
emphasizing the core is nothing new. 

“All these things that today are looked at as cutting 
edge, proper martial arts training has been doing for 
a thousand years,” Thayer says. “Things that work 
never go out of style, because they work.” 

He finds that his personal training clients who want 
to improve their golf or tennis swing benefit when 
martial arts is worked into their training regimens. 
They learn to put more of their core strength 
behind their swings, for longer drives and 
more aces. 

Martial arts also tunes players mentally, according 
to Thayer. Emotions are kept in check and the 
mind is sharp during high adrenaline situations, so 
whether being attacked by a pipe or 


aspects of karate, jujitsu, kung-fu, 
boxing and weapons training. He’s 
studied for 18 years and has attained 
the rank of fourth-degree black belt. 

Thayer says martial arts is a 
fantastic way to get in shape because 
of its variety and its intensity. 

It begins with learning balance, 
then building strength and, finally, 
using power, he explains. 

Thayer warns that 
beginning martial artists who try 
to attain power before they have 
balance and strength won’t get 
very far. 

Balance not only keeps a player on 
his feet when confronted by brawn—

being struck by a car, an experienced 
martial artist is attuned to prevent 
injury. 

Advancing in rank—from a white 
belt through a rainbow of colors 
until black belt—is not necessary 
or expected in every karate or judo 
club. Plenty of people join a dojo just 
for the fun of it and have no plans 
to become an expert or to enter a 
competition.

Enjoy Joyous Explosions of Color in the Summer 


BY JEANELLE MYERS 


Daffodils and other spring 
bulbs are so joyous and 
promising of warm weather 
and more flowers to come, 
especially after a winter 
like this past one. The next 
“layer” of flowers, present 

now, are the beginning of the 
GARDEN fulfillment of that promise. 

I was in a garden yesterday 

where red peonies, orange 
oriental poppies and purple allium were blooming. 
I was aquiver: three of my favorites iat don’t last 
long enough. 

The shimmer and color of the poppy Prince of 
Orange is unmatched by any other flower. It seems 
to have lost favor in recent years and the pinks, 
whites and mauves have replaced it so completely 
that it has become hard to find. Fortunately, | 
planted a couple of them years ago and they have 
self-seeded to the extent that I have a real show when 
they bloom. 

Alliums should be added to that list you are 
keeping of bulbs to order in the fall. You know, 
the list with “a lot more crocus, some of those 
sweet tiny blue flowers you saw at that garden and 
hundreds more daffodils?” Alliums range from the 
small drumstick to giant purple giganteum at 48” 
with 4-8” lilac softball shaped heads. And be sure

to check out allium schubertii! Really, you won't 
believe a plant can look so much like an explosion of 
fireworks sitting close to the ground. 

In.a garden I have worked in for nine years, 
I planted dozens of giganteums with white 
giant, a white form of giganteum in a large field 
of pervoskia and white guar, along with a few 
dozen nectaroscordum siculum. (it has no common 
name but is an astounding plant). The alliums and 


nectaroscordum make their incredible show over the © 


developing pervoskia and gaura and are finished just 
as the pervoskia and gaura are large enough to begin 
their statements. These tall stems, with lilac and 
white balls on top accented with the unusual flower 
arrangement on top of. the nectaroscordum, are 
planted quite densely and make a strong statement. 
But a few scattered in your garden are like “puffs” 
floating above everything. 

The giant alliums are pricey but a few can be 
added each year, like a treat to oneself. Be sure to 
throw a few schubertii into the order! 

This week we removed the finished foliage of 
ornithogalum nutans (Silver Bells), an unusual, later- 
spring-blooming bulb that is well worth discovering. 
It is 12” tall and from the stem dangle ghostly, 
whitish, greenish flowers. It is more beautiful than 
] make it sound—very sweet and demure. And next 
week the flower heads and foliage of blue camassia 
will be removed. This is a splendid plant that I don’t 
see used often. It blooms later in spring and has 
varieties from dark blue to white and from 30” to 10”.

Does your garden need a burst of alliums? 


I also worked this week in a large peony garden 
planted with bearded iris. Splendid, though almost 
every flower stem needed to be staked. Sometimes | 
can stake the peony bush as a whole, but usually each 
flower needs it. Those individual flower supports are 
another item to put on the list of things to buy in 
small lots over time. They’re much easier to use than 
gazillions of bamboo stakes! 

Well, flowers are beginning to dazzle, tomatoes 
are growing, many seeds are up, small pea pods are 
on the vine, and | met a baby turtle in the garden 
last week! Gi

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Dining at noah’s in Greenport

riving out to noah’s in Greenport is therapeutic. 

I love the seemingly endless vistas of open land, 
the gorgeous vineyards with their equally stunning 
tasting rooms. Greenport is a quaint, bustling village 
and in the summer it’s teeming with tourists and 
locals, al] enjoying the area’s beauty—and, of course, 
the food. 

Walking into noah’s is like taking a breath of fresh 
air. Cool, calming, nautical colors surround you, 
and the dining room has decidedly urban-chic feel. 
My dining companion and I were seated near the 
window—a prime spot for people watching in the 
summer months. First up, what to drink? I opted for 
the classic Dark and Stormy, my new favorite. I call it 
“grown-up ginger ale.” The ginger-spiked rum, ginger 
beer and fresh lime woke my taste buds right up, and 
they awaited my next move. My dining companion 
chose an Italian Pinot Grigio from Tommasi Le Rosse, 
which she found to be light, crisp and delicious. 

One of my favorite things about noah’s is that the 
majority of the menu consists of small plates, similar 
to tapas. This makes for an excellent way to try many 
items on the menu without overindulging. Chef Noah 
Schwartz has carefully created each plate, choosing 
select locally grown and sourced ingredients. 

The dinner menu is divided into four parts: tastes, 
raw bar, small plates and full plates. We started with 
a taste of the Bacon Cheddar Gougeres, which are 
puffs of French pastry mixed with cheddar cheese 
and bacon—a mouth-watering prospect. Warm and 
smoky from the bacon, with the sharp tang of 
cheddar, these gougeres were spectacular. We also 
sampled the peel-and-eat shrimp, which were large, 
perfectly cooked, and so fresh I hardly needed the 
lemon aioli and cocktail-sauce for dipping. The 


Crab Stuffed Deviled Eggs are a classic reinvented— 
noah’s version is perfect for a seaside eatery. 

The Crispy Tasmanian Red Crab Tacos were 
a revelation—crisp, just-fried tacos shells are 
filled with tender, succulent red crabmeat tossed 
with fresh cucumbers, spicy jalapeno and earthy 
cilantro. The richness of the taco shell is the perfect 
compliment to the fresh crab mixture. A must-try 
when you visit noah’s. 

Since we are in the tail end of asparagus season, 
we couldn’t pass up noah’s Grilled Spring Asparagus 
Salad. The grilled asparagus is placed atop lettuce 
and joined by fried shallots and drizzled with tangy 
bacon vinaigrette. The asparagus spears are topped 
with a gorgeous poached egg (sourced from a local 
farm) and when you break the yolk the creamy center 
blankets the entire dish, making for a decadent and 
delicious dish. 

The local beet salad could not be passed on, with 
spicy arugula, segments of juicy, sweet blood orange 
with aged local goat cheese and some crunchy, nutty 
hazelnuts. It’s a favorite dish at noah’s, and it’s easy 
to see why. 

The Spring Vegetable Risotto is loaded with 
fresh, locally grown vegetables like mushrooms, 
peas and asparagus, framed by a delightful sweet 
pea purée. The risotto was cooked to perfection, 


creamy with a little 
bite. The flavors 
of all those fresh 
vegetables will 
make you close 
your eyes to savor 
each scrumptious 
spoonful. 

The House Smoked 
Organic Salmon 
Pasta is melt-in-your- 
mouth delicious. 
Chunks of tender 
smoked salmon are 
paired with English peas, seasoned with fresh dill 
and served with orecchiette pasta in a smooth 
horseradish créme fraiche. Meanwhile, Chef Noah’s 
Local Seafood Ciopinno is.a classic dish elevated to 
a whole new level. The dish is a meal in itself; loaded 
with sea scallops, shrimp, clams, mussels and fish all 
cooked in the most delicious lobster broth flavored 
with oven-roasted tomatoes. The depth of flavor in 
the broth was mind-blowing, each bite exploding in 
your mouth. The ciopinno comes with charred bread 
to soak up all that delicious broth. 

For dessert we tried the Flourless Chocolate Cake 
and the Profiteroles with Vanilla Gelato blanketed in 
chocolate syrup. Both were decadent, sweet and a 
perfect way to end a feast at noah’s. 

Be sure to put noah’s on your list when you visit 
Greenport. Chef Noah’s dishes are inventive, fun 
and, by exploring the local bounty surrounding

he Drivers Seat has been “Southampton’s 

Meeting Place” for over a century, and on a 
particularly warm early summer day, it was the Dan’s 
Papers editorial staff's meeting place for lunch. 

We started off our meal with the Drivers Seat’s 
signature baked clam casserole—chopped clams 
tossed with a variety of seasonings. A staple for 
any visit, the casserole is both buttery and crispy, 
making this the perfect dish to whet your palate.
